July 2010) aimed to be the fun, social smart phone for kids 
but ended up as a sort-of iPhone Lite, with a pricier data 
plan than their limited functions could justify. 


n Gawker media sites hacked 

Two fails here, really. 

Fail No. 1: Gawker Media sites were breached in early 
December, with hackers saying they got access to the user 
names and passwords for about 1.3 million users of sites 
such as Gizmodo, Jezebel, Lifehacker and Kotaku. 

Fail No. 2: A published list of the most-popular passwords 
hacked showed that “123456,” “password,” “12345” and 
“qwerty ” were at or near the top of the list. 


□ Facebook privacy 

Some of the roughly half-billion users on the site got really 
miffed when a handful of privacy bugs, among other things, made pri- 
vate chat conversations briefly visible to Facebook friends. 


□ Content farms 

Creating click-bait junk 
on the Internet didn’t start in 
2010. But it certainly took off 
in a big way. Demand Media, 
AOL’s Seed and Associated 
Content, bought this year by 
Yahoo!, operate on a similar 
“content farm ” model: They 
choose topics people are 
searching for on the Internet, 
pay a “journalist” a tiny amount 
to write somethlng-anything- 
about it, then slap it on the 
Web so people will click on it.

Tradition targeted 

Skipping out on New Year’s resolutions this time around? You’re not alone

Whether galvanized by that shiny new 
treadmill you got as a gift, the trial gym 
membership in your Christmas stocking 
or those 5 pounds you’ve packed on over 
the holidays, you’re determined to get fit 
in 2011. 

Good luck. Even the most dedicated res- 
olution-maker faces an uphill battle when 
it comes to losing weight, experts say 

“Resolutions fail because they are unre- 
alistic,” said Belisa Vranich, a clinical psy- 
chologist in Newark City 

Resolvers lose heart, Vranich said, be- 
cause they “haven’t prepared for failure, 
are not wholehearted about change and 
lack a support system.” 

Kristin McGee, a New York-based yoga 
and Pilates instructor, tells her clients that 
the difference between success and failure 
is mindfulness, so know thyself 

“Before starting a spin class at 5 a.m., ask 
yourself honestly if you like getting up that 
early and if you like spin,” McGee said. “If 
the answer is no, don’t do it.” 

Fitness, she explains, is not one-size- 
fits-all. 

“Some people are home exercisers; 
others are great in gym environments,” 
McGee said. “Some like group dynamics, 
some like one-on-one. Don’t be discour- 
aged if it takes you a while to find out what 
you like best.” 

Andrea Metcalf, the Illinois-based au- 
thor of “Naked Fitness,” thinks a support 
system, whether flesh-and-blood or vir- 
tual, is crucial to victory 

“Successful people have support,” said 
Metcalf, creator of the “Keeping Fit” 
DVD series. “Statistics show that one in 
10 people can lose weight on their own but 
group support increases success rates to 
seven in 10.” 

Because so many good intentions 
founder on the rocks of great expecta- 
tions, nutritionist and fitness expert Joy 
Bauer encourages her clients to set what 
she calls “manageable mini-goals,” such 
as losing 2 pounds in a week, or walking 
30 minutes a day 

“I highly recommend that people set 
short-term goals to help them stay on track 
and build a sense of accomplishment,” said 
Bauer, creator of the “Slimdown Workout” 
DVD, “rather than set unrealistic goals, 
like losing 20 pounds in two weeks.”

The list of New Year’s resolutions goes on 
and on. That is, if you even made one in the 
first place. 

With the harsh light of 2011 now shining

said. “It doesn’t always work.” 

Bottom line: New^ar’s is about the party, 
not the resolution. 

There’s a big emphasis on going out and 
being seen at parties and more pressure to 
do something cool for the holiday, especially 
because of the sharing on social media, said 
Christine Pawlak, who hosts the midday ra- 
dio show as Electra on Qioi (loi.i-FM), the 
station that threw the Rock Resolution New 
Year’s Eve party at Navy Pier. 

In advance of the big party night, Pawlak 


asked her listeners about setting resolutions. 
She said some aren’t doing it because they 
haven’t worked out in the past. Having a 
resolution just because it’s a tradition can set 
you up for failure, she said. 

“They decided if I’m going to resolve to do 
something in the New Year, let’s not do it just 
because it’s a date on the calendar,” she said. 

She feels the same way “I don’t want to 
set arbitrary goals for myself If there’s some- 
thing I want to achieve, I know from previ- 
ous attempts I need to do it on my own terms 
and not just because it’s a new year.” 

Bronzeville comedian Milton Howery 
Jr., who performed stand-up at Outriggers 
in Tinley Park on New Tear’s Eve as Lil Rel, 
doesn’t make resolutions either. He consid- 
ers them overblown and overrated. 

“I set goals, that’s it,” he said. “If you don’t 
get to all your goals, you don’t feel as bad.” 
And don’t make any resolutions at all if you’re 
not goal-oriented or ambitious, he said. 

If someone feels absolutely compelled 
to find a resolution, he said, they should 
keep it to themselves. “If you broadcast 
it, somebody is going to bust you out and 
you’ll be making the same one for the next

2 men killed at 
motorcycle club

During their last conversation, Finley Smiley and 
his brother-in-law Emmit Suddoth talked about 
taking a trip to Memphis, Tenn., for a motorcycle 
event. 

Smiley and Suddoth, members of the Hawks 
Motorcycle Club in West Chatham, wanted to 
travel there to support an affiliate chapter. 

But about 2 a.m., Smiley got a phone call from 
Suddoth’s cell phone. This time, it wasn’t his 
brother-in-law of 20 years calling to talk about 
Memphis. It was a Chicago police detective who 
told him Suddoth had been shot. 

“Emmit and I were like brothers,” said Smiley, 
who like other relatives Sunday morning was still 
trying to piece together the events that left Sud- 
doth and a second man dead at the Hawks club- 
house on the South Side. 

The other man killed early Sunday was Bryant 


Glass, 39, of the 900 block of West ii6th Street. 
Glass died of multiple gunshot wounds, and Sud- 
doth died after he was shot in the back. Five other 
people were injured in the shooting, which took 
place at 1:39 a.m., and were in critical condition. 

The shooting stemmed from an argument in 
the club, police said. A gunman, who opened fire 
after the unspecified dispute, killed Suddoth and 
Glass and wounded five others, including two 
women, before fleeing the scene, police said. 

Of the five people in critical condition, two 
were taken to Mount Sinai Hospital, two were 
taken to Stroger Hospital and one was taken to 
Advocate Christ Medical Center in Oak Lawn, 
Chicago Fire Department Chief Joe Roccasalva 
said. 

On Sunday afternoon, family members of both 
victims were trying to put together the pieces 
that led to violence in the 100 block of West 75th

Street. 

Smiley, 51, said the club’s members held meet- 
ings there on the first of each month. Suddoth 
was the club’s president. 

“He was a fun-loving person,” Smiley said. “His 
life was motorcycles.” 

Smiley attended the meeting Saturday night.

Navy investigates raunchy videos 


WASHINGTON The Navy will investigate 
“inappropriate” videos produced on the 
nuclear aircraft carrier USS Enterprise, which 
among other scenes show simulated mas- 
turbation and women showering together. 
The shower scenes show skin only from the 
shoulders up. 

A report on the videos came over the 
weekend in the Virginian-Pilot newspaper, 
which serves Norfolk where the carrier is 
based. 


The excerpts show female sailors pretend- 
ing to wash one another in a shower on the 
carrier and in other scenes “sailors parade in 
drag, use anti-gay slurs, and simulate mastur- 
bation and a rectal exam,” the newspaper said 
on its site. Shown in a number of the excerpts 
is Owen Honors, then the executive officer 
on the Enterprise and now a Navy captain and 
its commander, the Virginian-Pilot said. 

Honors “masterminded” the 2006-2007 
production of the videos, which were shown 


aboard the ship, the newspaper said. 

The videos “are clearly inappropriate,” 
Navy Commander Chris Sims of the U.S. 
Eleet Eorces Command said in a statement 
responding to the report. 

“U.S. Eleet Eorces Command has initiated 
an investigation into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the production of these videos,” 
the statement said. A Navy spokesman de- 
clined to speculate Sunday as to the possible 
outcome and effects of the investigation. 



Thousands 
of blackbirds 
found dead 

□ LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Arkansas 
game officials hope testing 
scheduled to begin Monday will 
solve the mystery of why more 
than 1,000 blackbirds fell from 
the sky just before midnight New 
Year’s Eve. 

The birds— most of which were 
dead— were found within a one- 
mile area of Beebe, about 40 miles 
northeast of Little Rock, the Ar- 
kansas Game and Eish Commission 
said.

Bears still No. 2 seed in playoffs despite loss to Green Bay

GREEN BAY, Wis. Lovie Smith’s decision to 
play his starters throughout Sunday’s game 
at Lambeau Field might have created more 
questions about the Bears’ playoff viability 
than anything else. 

Looking for momentum heading into 
the team’s first postseason appearance in 
four years, the Bears in- 
stead were reminded of 
the obstacles they’ve had 
to overcome to become 
the No. 2 seed in the NFC 
playoffs. 

Offensive coordinator 
Mike Alartz, who had been the only NFL 
coordinator to call more rushing plays 
than passes over the previous eight games, 
forgot the run. The offensive line reverted 
to its early-season form in not protecting 
Jay Cutler, who again made questionable 
throws. An otherwise stout defensive ef- 
fort was done in by a secondary that al- 
lowed two big pass plays. 

So the Bears must answer where they are 
after a 10-3 loss to Green Bay that secured 


a playoff berth for the Packers as the No. 
6 seed, earning them a trip to Philadelphia 
next Sunday The Bears (11-5) will host a 
divisional round game at noon Jan. 16 at 
Soldier Field. 

Safeties Chris Harris (shoulder) and Ma- 
jor Wright (leg) and linebacker Nick Roach 
(shoulder) suffered injuries, but Smith said 
they’re not serious. So it 
appears his team made 
it through the game un- 
scathed when its health 
was a primary focus. 

“Knowing we had the 
bye, we weren’t playing 
for an awful lot,” Smith said. “But we want- 
ed to keep momentum going. We hadn’t 
peaked yet. We still thought there were 
some things we could improve upon, and 
that’s what we went into the game to do.” 

Center Olin Kreutz said the game was 
just what the line needed in an effort in 
which Cutler was sacked six times, the most 
since the Oct. 17 loss to Seattle. Kreutz’s 
point was that the raucous crowd will pre- 
pare the Bears for the Georgia Dome, 


where the NFC championship game will be 
played if the top-seeded Falcons advance. 

“There is a concern that we lost and 
there is concern that we gave up six sacks, 
but we’ll treat it like all the other losses. 
We’ll learn from it,” Kreutz said. “We 
haven’t been in this kind of atmosphere 
as a line where they pretty much take 
your communication away with the crowd 
noise. That’s something we had to learn.” 

Kreutz said the Bears didn’t play in any 
tough road stadiums until Week 17. The 
usually noisy Metro dome was not used 
two weeks ago. Maybe the Bears didn’t 
consider New Meadowlands Stadium and 
Cowboys Stadium very loud. 

The Packers’ blitzes troubled the Bears’ 
line and Cutler finished 2i-of-39 for 168 
yards with two interceptions— one by 
Charlie Peprah in the end zone and one 
by Nick Collins at the Packers’ ii-yard line 
with 14 seconds remaining in the game. 

‘As an offense, we’re still very confident 
in our ability to move the ball and score,” 
Cutler said. “They took some stuff away 
from us. But we’ve got to keep going.”
